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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 12, and 13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1,12, and 13, the prior art, when taken individually or in combination, fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a relay device among a plurality of relay devices receiving a 
control packet including a weight and a preference, storing the weight and preference in 
a group table in a mutually associated manner, and relaying a packet identifier based on 
the weights and preferences in the group table as well as the weight and preference of 
the relaying device..
